Therefore you that feare the Lord, confider that you may re- 
ceive the power of Chriſt, and him who is the wifdome of God, 
which you may be governed with, and in the unchangeable 
p2wer, whieh overthrowes all the changeable , and brings righ- 
reaulneſſe into its place, truth, Judgement, and mercy, And 
theſe that be turned to the light, which enlightenech every man 
that cometh into the world, the wifdome of God, him by whom 
the world was made before it was made, glorified with the Fa- 
ther before the world beganne : You that are turned to this light 
which doth enlighten you, you are turned to Chriſt the power of 
God, and the wiſdome of God, and you that receive the light, 
ſhall receive power to becomethe ſonnes of God and having re- 
ceived power from Chriſt ' who receive the light, with the lighc 
you will ſee that which is out of the light, is out of the truth, 
is to þ2 governed and ruled and limitted with the truth. And the 
Rulers of darkneſle, powers of wickedneſle, principahties, ſpiritu- 
all wickednefle in high places, is out of the light, out of the truth 
of him that abode not in it, Now you being turned to the light, 


and receiving the light, which enlighteneth every man that com- 
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eth into the world, you will come to know the armour of li © , 
the armour of righteouſneſle, and to receive power from Chriſt, 
50 whom all power in heaven and earth ts given, with which power 
all things muſt be ordered ; marke, all power in heaven and earth 
5 given, Who isto beare rule Chriſt , and all things done in his 
Name, where all power in heaven and earth is given, who doth 
enlighten every man that cometh into the world. 

Now you waiting and walking in the lighe which doth enligh- 
ten cvery man that cometh into the world , you will anſwer the 
light in every man winch Chriſt hath enlightened him withall, 
you will anſwer the light which is juſt, holy, and truth in the in- 
ward parts, you walking in the light which Chrift hath enlighte- 
ned you withall , and having received power from Chriſt, who is 
the power of God, you will come to know tl;e helpe, government 
for Chriſt, who hath all power in heaven and earth given to him, 
who puts downe all rule and authoritie, and ſubdues all things 
to himſelfe , that he alone might reigne, who enlighteneth every 
man that cometh into the world, that all men through him might 
beleeve, that he in all things might have the preheminence. 

And againe, Friends, take heed of adding affliction to the righ- 
teous, or adding bonds and impriſonments to them, or making 
Lawes againſt the righteous and innocent, the Lambes of Chriſt ; 
for as you make their bonds ftirong to opprefle them, ſo much 
ſtronger will the Lord make your bonds and ſtrengthen them, 
when that you are in adverfitie and affliction,remember this word 
ſpoken to you in your lite time, Therefore feare before t! e Lord 
God of glory, and of heaven and earth whoſe throne cannot be 
ſtained. 

And againe,take heed of compelling any to worſhip that which 
they cannot,except they will ſinne agairit God, be tencer iftreon- 
ſcience, and conſider that in you which ſhould exerciſe it cowards 
God, and be humble,and God will teach you,and with that walke 
co Others, and meeke, and he will teach you what to doe, and di. 
rect you in his wayes, and be not ftubborne, ror ſtiffe-necked, 
nor hard-hearted, nor proud, nor high-minded, for that will de- 
ceive your hearts, and vou will be hardened through the deceit of 
it, but that minde which will keepe you in the feare of God, who 
is init kept, his life is preſerved from the !;17re. and he receives a 
bleſling from the Lord, and comes to receive his ſecrets, whereby 
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he comes to governe righteoully, ard as the ching that is good, - 
whereby he comes to act the thing that is good and well-pleaſing 
in his ſight who is worſhipp:d in {pirit, marke and take nocice, 
and in truth, truch in that che Devill abode not in, And ail who 
come to worthip Godin ſpirit and t: uch, chey are in that the De- 
vill abode not in, they are 1n that which the Deviil is out off, in 
the truth, and-peace, and love, the etnutie ts out of ic, and the 
ſtrife. 

Ard againe, take heed of making Laives, or cauſing any to ſuf- 
fer, becauſe they cannot bowe the hace ro man, which is the ho- 
nour that man ſeekes, aid is the honvuur of man, not of God ; for 
it is below, and the man is offended and cakes an offence becauſe 
be hath nor thar honour givea to him, and char is it which chey 
ſeeke one of another, and there the perſons of men are reipeRted, 
and in the meane time the Law of God is caſt behinde :heir b:cks, 
which is perfet, which are convinced by it to he tran !s: «ffors 
thar reſpe& mens perſons, therefore every m«n ſo fay and fo doe 
as you will be judged by the Law of hiberue, for a ha t ts the 
handy worke of man, and the honour of the hact is that which 
man lookes for, it is the honour of man, and man gives ir bim 
which ſeekes for it and men make it whiclt be in the cratgreflion 
of the Law of God, and ſecke not the honour that comes trom a- 
bove, from God, which is out of the tranſgreſſton, theret' -r2 how 
can they beleeve that ſeeke honour one of another ? Thele reſpeR 
mens perſons, tranſgreſle the Law of God, which Law is light 

Now he that beleeveth in the light, walkech init, coines £0 re- 
ceive the honour from God onelv, and he that hach received the 
honour which cometh trom God onely, he hath tought it, and he 
hath found it, and God hath given it him, he gives the honour 
backe aga:ne ro God : Honour to whom honour, aud the feare is 
whom, feare him that is able to caſt into hell- fire, and not him that 
can kill the body, and can doe no more. And you which reſpect per- 
ſonsy are convinced by the Lav, the perfeRt Law of libcrtie, to be 
tranſgreffors, and comimir fine, which Law is light, which God 
hath pur in the mindes of his people, and write in their hearts, 
and mide manifelt his Covenant of light to his people, and fo 
kno-y the Law which reſpeRts no mans perſon, and know Chriſt 
Jeſus the ltght,the end of the Eaw,who is the Author ot che faich, 
which faith is hel@ without reſpe&t of perſons, Now conmy 
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who are inthe tranſgreſtion of this Law, that reſpects no mans 
perſon, he that doth is convinced by the Law to be a tranſpreſſor . 
and fn:thermore, conſider who hath erred from this ſaith of our 
ord Jelus Chriſt, which refpects no mars perſon, and ſo be ont 
ofrhe truth w]:ich gives the victory over the world,in which faith 
15 the unitie, who are come tot, come to pleaſe God, come to be 
reaſonable, which faith purifies the heart, and gives to ſee the 
chings that be inviſible, ard gives the viCtory over the world, and 
by it comes to know the Sonne of God, from vvhence the Faich 
comes, vvho is the Author of it, 

Ard none of you to a contrary to the vvitneſle of God in you, 
for if you doe a& contrary to the vvitneſſe of God in you, God 
vvill judge you. And Friends ftop not the vvitneſle of God in you, 
when it would ſpeake for God, for the juſt, for the oppreſſed, for 
the innocent, for the pe:fecuted, or for the cryes of the poore, 
ſpp ot the mouth of the vvitneſie that vyould ſpeake for this, 
then come you to be a bleſting ro the Nation, and in your Gene- 
ration, and then you vvill finde that ariſe vvhich isa good favour 
in ſtoppirg not the mouth of the vvitneſſe vvhich ſpeakes for the 
righteons, for the juft.- for the innocent, ard ftopp not the eare 
that would heare the Cry of the oppreſled, and heare the cry of 
the Juſt, and heare the cry of the wronged ; for if you ftopp your 
eares that ſhould heare that, God will itop his eare,and not heare 
you, but chrow you out, as he hath done others before you; for 
that which heares the oppreſſed, the vvronged . the juſt, the per- 
fecuted, that heares this, God heares him, and God is one with 
all; and if you ſtop the voyce of the vvitnefſe of God in yor, 
vvho moves you to ſpeake for the jult, and the innocent, to doe 
Equitie ; you thar ſtop the voyce that ſhould ſpeake for this, and 
heares not the voyce of the jutt, innocent, and oppreſled, thar 
Ipeakes to you, God who is juft will not heare your voyces when 
you hfrt them up ro him, bot him that heares the juſt , heares the 
oppreſſed, heares the righreous, heares that which cryes for c- 
quitie, but heares not the oppreſſors, this voyce that heares this, 
God heares htm when he lifts up his voyce to God, for Courcel], 
for wiſdome, fox knowledge, God ſupplyes, and is his rewarder 
chat diligently ſeckes him;be that hath this,hath che ſound Coun- 
cell. Pleafures, pride, wantonneſle, voluptuouſneſſe, ambition, 


iecking honour one -of another , brings you out of the feare of 
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God, and to forget God, to the witneſſe of God in you I ſpeake, 
whieh is eye-witneſſe for God, which will let you ſee when God 
's not in your thoughts, then is the imagination working out of 
iis Councell, and many inventions, ouc of the wiil of God, out of 
his feare. 

Therefore this is the word ofthe Lord Gud to vou all, to the 
witneſle of God in you a!l I ſpeake, that you may know with 
that, a ſeperation and a diſtinRion from your thoughts and imagt- 
nations, conceivings, your reafonings with fleſh and blood, bur 
with the vvitneſſe of God in you, your minds may be guided over 
your thoughts, and from them and imaginations, to waite upon 
God, at him to take Councell, to heare his voyce, that with him 
you may be ordered to his glory , and ſo come to reigne above 
your owne thoughts and imaginations, ty know thar that brings 
them downe; heere ſhall you know the ſpirituall warfare, and 
your ftandirg all in the Councell of God, being guided with the 
vvitneſſe of God up to God, you will be turned all from your e- 
vill wayes, and turne others from their evill wayes ; for as Rulers 
are, fo are the people, for much prophaneneſle is in the Nation, 
tie Vownes and Cities ring like Sodo-we, and give a ſound like Go- 
morrha, whom God turned into afhes, and reprooving of linne 
openly in the gates, is now called a breach of the peace, which 
was inall ages rebuked, reprooved by and with them that were in 
che truth, and-ſuch were hated for teſtifying againſt che world, 
raat their workes were evill, as Chriſt himlelfe. Now the evill 
is that which 1s out of the truth, that which is out of the light is 
out of the truth, for the light is che cruch, and truth is but one, 
and none comes to owne it, but who come to owne che light, 
which enlighteneth every man that cometh into the world, they 
chat be out of the 1ighr be afraid of it, leaft it ſhould reprove them 
whole deeds are eviil. 

Andall you powers of the earth, Chriſt is come to reigne, and 
is among'yon, and you know him not, who doth enlighten every 
one of you that are come into..the world, that you all through 
him might beleeve, who's the light, who treades the wine-preſle 
alone, without the Cittie, whoſe feete are upon it, therefore. ſee 
allandiconfider with the lighr, what. yauare ripe far, the preſle is 
ready: for it, Thereforethis is the word of the Lord God to you 
all, and acharge to you all, in the preſence of the living God of 
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heaven and earth, every man of you being enlightened with a 
light that cometh from Chriſt the Saviour of your ſoules, from 
whence the light cometh chat enlighteneth you ; of the light all 
cake heed, that with it you may all ſee Chriſt, from whence the 
light cometh, you may all ſee your Saviour, him by whom the 
world was made , who faith, Learne of me ; but if you hate this 
light which Chriſt hath enlightened you withall, you hace Chriſt, 
who doth eniighten you all, chat you all through him w!:o is the 
lighr, might beleeve ; bur you not beleeving in che l;phc nor 
bringing your deeds to the light, which light will make chem m3- 
rifelt, and reprove you : This is your Con emiacion the hght, 
and remember you have been warned in your life time, for there 
is your way of ſalvation the hight, ad there is your Condemna- 
rion the light, by which all things were creat:d, which was S'Ori- 
fied wich che Father before the world begi..ne, who came a |.ght 
into the world, ard doth enlighten every; one that cometh into 
che world, that ail men chrough the light mig':t belezve. 

1 am the light of the wirld, faiih the Syn of God , an4 d:th en- 
li, hten every man that comes into the world, him that was with the 
Father gl:rificd before the world began ; now every man ot you be- 
ing enlightenes wich che true Light the Son of God; no y every 
particular with this light which comes from the Son of G-d, the 
light is it which gives you che knowledg of the Son of God, which 
l;ghr the Son of God hath enl:ghtened you wirhal! , chat you all 
through him might believe. Ard che Son of God (aith, Beleeve i 
the Light that lighteth you, h1m by whoms the w-rld was made, that 
y2u may be the Children of Light,Now every particular of you be- 
ing turned ro this Iight which the Son ot Gud hath enlightened 
you withall; wi ch the light every particular of you will ſce the Son 
of God, and come to have unity with the Son of God , hims by 
whom the world was made, before it was made ; And you will come 
to learne of him who is not borne by the will of man,& ceaſe from 
all your teachers that are made by rhe will of man; and as you 
Jearne of him by whom the world was made, who now reignes, 
you turne then from all the world, and forſake all the world ; 
And they are not of the world that learnes of him by whom it 
was made, learnes not of the world ; ſo that every particulay of 
you, being enlightened with the light that comech from the Son 
of God, the light in every particular of you, gives you the know. 
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Lord, as you grow inthe light, it is that which doth make this 
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ſedge of the Son of God whio doth enlighten every one of you

this is your Condemnation the light, who hate it, and beleeve not 
init; and you are as the ewes that profeſt the Scriptures, but did 
not beleeve in the light which lighteth every man that cometh 1n- 
to the world, and fo is out of the truth, being out of the light,and 
not beleeving in it, in the wiſdome below , which is earthly and 
fenſuall, and devilliſh ; now with the light which the Son of God 
hath enlightened you withall, you will feele and ſee your earthly 
wiſdome ſenſuall, and devilliſh, Therefore all you that come to 
che wiſdome, which is from above, Chriſt Jeſus, which is the wiſ- 
dome of God,you mult come every particular of you to the light,

done of God, ard out of the light, and believe not in it, which 
doth enlighten every man that cometh into the world, they be our 
of the feare oi God, and theſe ſtand againſt Chriſts reigne, and 
they be our of the Image of God 1n the tranſgreſſion,not come to 
the beginning, ſo not inthe wiſdome of God, which all the crea- 
rures is to be ordered wichall ; they that ſtand againſt the ligher, 
they ltand againſt the truth, they are the rulers of darkneſle under 
the power of darkneſle, thele are they that did ever perſecute the 
truth, and meaſured with an unjuſt meaſure, and weighed with an 
unjaſt weight, being blind turned their ſword backward, being out 
of rhe truth , for the Magiſtrates that be.in the light, and receive

power to become the {ors of God and theie Magift-ares that be 
here be a praiie to them char doe well, ard a t£rr0+ £9 the evill 
doer; and he knowes che higher power, he that believes in the. | 
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ſight that lighteth every man that cometh into tlie world, ard re- 
ceives it here, receives power from Chrift, the wiſdoine by whict; 
all things was created, with which he comes to know how to or- 
der ali things againe to lis glory ; and heeres the power, and the 
{word knovne, which 1s a terror tothe evill doer, which the ſoule 
mult be ſubject ro, which is the higher power, icis higher and a- 
bove thar, that abode not in the truth, in the light, that's the 
power of darkneſfe, and the power of wickedneſle, and theres the 
rulers of darkneſle, and ſp:rituall wickedrefles in high places; and 
theres the power of the evill, and if not being departed from, 
theres the wiſdome below, that which is devilliſh, earthly, and 
ſenſuill, and theres the knowledge, with which men corrupt 
them!eives ; and theres the underſtanding that muſt come to 
nought , and theres the perſccution, and perſecuters, themſelves 
being in the tranſgreflion out of the light , which is the Law of 
God; for faid So/omon the King, thy Law i light ; fo thoſe that 
doe not believe in the light, which doth ealighten every one of 
them which be come into the world, doth not believe in Chriſt, 

nor obey his command, who faith , Believe iz the ls, bt , but are 

from under his power, the power of Chriſt, the light, the truth. 

And ſo all choſe Magiſtrates upon the earth that doth not believe 

in the light which doth enlighten every man that cometh into the 

world ; they are all blinde, and chey turne their (word back- 

ward , how can he doe otherwiſe, that believes not in the light ; 

for he cannat ſee, for it is that which doth make manifeſt , ſo per- 

ſecution was alwayes blinde, ſuch as did not believe in the light 

which doth enlighten every man that cometh into the world , 
And.theſe ſeeke honour one of another,and not the honcur which 
comes from God onely, for none ſeekes this honour which comes 
from God onely, but ſuch as doe believe in the light , which doth 


enlighten every man that cometh into the world , ſuch ſeekes the 


honour that comes from God onely, and finds the honour that 
comes from God onely, and gives the honour to God againe ; 
and he honours all men in the Lord, that jighteth every man that 
cometh into the world, which is the condemnation of him that 
doth not believe in the light, and to his diſhonour who honours 
himſelfe ; for Chriſt ſaid, 1f 1 honour my ſilfe, my h:nonr 1s nothing, 
but I honour my Father, and ye diſhonwur me, who dovh enlighten 


every man that cometh into the world. 
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Now the fewes profeſt a Chriſt that was to come, becauſe 77-- 
{es and the Prophets declared of him ; now you that doe profeſſe 
a Chriſt is come, becauſe the Apoſtles and Chriſts words declares 
it; bur not believing in the light that doth enlighten every man 
that cometh into the world : And you that doe not believe inthe 
light, which doth enlighten every man that cometh into the 
world, you doe not believe in the Son of God, but doe diſhonorr 
the Son of God : Asthe ewes diſhonoured the Son of God, 
which did not believe in the light ; And you that deny the light, 
that lighteth every man that cometh into the world,and call it na- 
rurall , you herein againe looke upon him as the Fewes did to be 
the ſon of o/eph carnally;and ſo diſhonor him as they did, though 
you may profeſle a Chriſt,as the ewes profeſt him,and diſhonour 
him that lighteth every man that cometh into the world, as they 
did, though they believed a Chriſt was to come by the Prophets, 
& you believe a Chriſt is come by Chriſts words & the Apoſtles ; 
but you that doth not believe in the Light, that doth enlighten 
every man that cometh into the world ; which light the Fewes be- 
lieved not in,though they profeſt the words of a Meſſiah that was 
ro come, which when the Meſſiah was come, ſaid, Believe in the 
light, and bid the fewes believe in the light ;, I am come 4 light into 
the world, aud whoſoever followeth me ſhall not abide in darkneſſe ; 
and theſe ewes that did not, and doth not believe in the light, 
that doth enlighten every man that comerh into the world, pro- 
feſt the Scriptures, and many doth not believe in the light which 
doth enlighten every man that cometh into the world to this 
day ; and you now doe not believe in the light which doth en- 
lighten every man that cometh into the world. 

Though you profeſle the * criptures that ſpeakes of a Chriſt is 
come, for Chriſt ſaith, Believe iz the light that doth enlighten eve- 
ry man that cometh into the world, that all men through him might 
believe , and you that talke of the Scriptures, and doe not believe 
in the hghr, what differ you from the Devill bringing Scripture, 
who abode not in the light which is the truth > And you that be- 
lieve not in 1t, are of him out of the truth. out of the light, under 
the power of the Prince of darkneſle, ſeeking honour one of ano- 
cher, which you that doe cannot believe in the light, for the Jighr 
condemnes that, and brings to ſeeke the honour that comes from 
God onely, and you will come to him from whence it comes, 

which 
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which is the honour which is from above, and you that doe not 
believe in the light, are ſeeking the honour to your ſelves ; the ho- 
roar of the hart, which is mans honour, mans invention, the'ho- 
our below, not that which comes from God , which is above ; 
the honour that ſtands in apparell and doffing the hart, and bow'- 
ing ; and this is amongſt them that believes not in the Light, who 
are blinde, ar.d who feekes honour one of another, and not from 
God onely , but are ſeeking the honour of the hart which will 
p riſh, and that which ſeekes for ic, anJ theres the honour 
that is n»t of God; if men doe not bow and doff the hatr, 
the handy worke which 1s invented, if one give him not this, the 
Uabelicver that believes not in the Light that doth enlighten eve- 
ry man that cometh into the world, he rages and is full of fury ; 
may be {end him to priſon, and may be fine him fortie pound, 
more or lefſe, becauſe he has not given the unbeliever the honour 
that he lookes for, bowing the hate, or bowing to him, when as 
the Scripture which the unbeliever profeſles that honours himſelfe 
and feekes honour one of another, it faith, Every knee ſhall bow 
0 Chriſt ; the ſame Scripture which the unbeliever profeſles. 

And againe, the Scripture faith, they ſhould not bow to the An- 
gels, nor worſhip them, but the Angels muſt worſhip the Son of 
God, to whom every kace muſt brw, which doth enlighten every 
man that cometh into the world. Now all you that doe not be- 
eve in the light, that doth enlighten every man that cometh into 
the world, who ts the life, and truth, and ſeekes the honour one 
of another, and are honouring your ſelves with a hatt, and with a 
bowe, with the hatt which is an invention, which is to periſh be- 
| tnga handy-worke, which takes away both gravitie and grace. 

Now I doe aske you all , whether ſomething doth not pricke you 
in che meane time when you are bowins the hatt one to another, 
and Complementing one with another 2 Whether you have not 
ſomething which prickes you, and tells all its vanitie, and tells you 
its the honour of the world, below and felfe, and it is weariſome ? 
which the world gives one to another, which if they have-it not 
they rage, and the honour of the hatt will pleaſe the higheſt and

ten every man that cometh irto the world ; for they thar doe be- 
lieve in the light which doth enlighten every man which cometl: 
into the world, which ſeekes the honour that comes trom God 
onely : will not perſecute them that cannot honour ther: with 
their hatt, and bow to them ; for they fee thac's the honour of 


man, an invention, ard the honour of the :v0:1d, which miſt pe-" 


rich. and be ſtained, which {tands out oi the huantiitie, and. ttards 
in paſſion, envie, madrefle, Ike m-d- men, perſecuters, ſuch a: be 
full of fury, which 1t they doe not honour them with the haz, 
that ſeekes for honour, they fire them, and impriſon them - 
And o all may ſee this is the honour that is below our of the hu- 
militie; for there is not the humilitie ; for before honour is hnmi- 
litie; and you mult all come to the humilitie before you have the 
honour, and you that come to this humilitie, you muſt all cone 
to the light, which doth enlighten every man thar cometh into 
the world, who ſaith, Zearne of me, I am meeke and law, and you 
chat come to this Light, and believe in it, you come to ſeeke the 
honour that comes from God onely, and gives it to God onely 
againe ; before honour is humilitie, and all you that have honour 
before you have humilitie, marke, before you have humilitie, are 
you not as the heathen are 2 you would have honour before you 
have humilitie. Did not all the preſecuters that were upon the 
earth, that ever have been, want this humilitie, and fo they wan- 
ted the honour, and yet wonld have the honour before they have 
the humilitie, and Learned that, and ſo you that be out of tie hu- 
militie, be out of the honour, and you are not to have the honour 
that have not the humilitie, for before honour is humilitie, marke, 
before it. 

And take heed all friends and people, of putting any man into 
place, or Authoritie, or office, untill he hath learned the true hu- 
militie, and owneth the light that doth enlighten every man that 
cometh ir.to the world, that he may receive the wiſdome, by 
which all things was made with it to order the creature, which is 


gentle, caſie,and pure ; for elſe he will ſeeke for honour before he

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bath humilicie, hath learned that; ſo he not having the bumili- 
tie, he is ſeeking for the honour which men ſeeke one from ano- 
ther, and they that doe believe ard feeke the honour that cometh 
from God onely, and gives it to him againe,that hath learned the 
rue huinil'e, an cannot give the honour to him that is out of 
tbe humilitie, which lookes for it, and is lifted up ; upon high 
places, he is in rage that would have the honour chat hath not 
the huculicie ; for where the humilitie is which goes before the

Now heere you may all ſee men that be in high places, and of- 
fices, that be in a rage and full of fury, becaule the Children of 
light cannot bow downe to them, and pive them the honour of 
the hacc ; theſe ali want the humilicie, that which they ſhould 
bave before they ſeeke for the honour , now thou that art in a 
rape, and full of fury, and madneſfe, becauſe another will not doff 
h1s hate to thee, and bow to thee, and reſpect thy perſon, who art

notred himſelte, his homur was nithing , now if thou honour thy 
ſelfe, much leſſe thy honour is nothing; firſt get the humulitie, 
and then thou wilt not loſe the honour for that followes ; but. 
wanting that, thou wants the honour,and none comes to this hu- 
militie which goes before the honour, but who learnes of Chriſt, 
who isthe way to the Father, who is not of the world, therefore 
all may ſee, they that be in a rage, that have not the honour of 
the hatr, that lookes for it, and the bowing , they want the humi- 
litie, which goes before the honour , Anq ſo the Lord being pla- 
ced in the heart, cheres feare to whom feare ;, Let the Lord be your 
feare ; And Chriſt tells whom we ſhould feare,and whom we (hall 
not feare, not feare him that can kill the body, and then he can doe 
no more, he is not to be feared, but Chrift doth forewarne whom 
wee ſhall feare, Him that can caſt both body axd ſoule into hell-fire ; 
ſo heeres feare t9 whom feare, and howaur to whom honour, fuch as 
has received it from God gives it to God againe, fober men and 
rave and temperate, and meeke, and ſerious, are a torment, and 
a gricfe to wild men that are put in offices put in place, ſuch as 
followes pleaſures, which runnes to play like wanton Lads, and 
theſe are them that ſeekes for the honour of the hatt, which are 
wild like Children, and hung about with ribbens, which are bad 
: _ examples, 
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examples, and bad patterns, who hath been counted formerly » 
fidlers that be hung about with ribbens, and this is a griefe to the 
ſober minded people that feares God, that be Chriſtians indeed, 
to ſee ſuch as be out of the feare of God to reigne and rule, whoſe 
ſoules is not ſubje& to the higher power, for who ever Lives in the 
Luſt, and followes that, their foules is not ſubje& to the higher 
power, but the Luſt warre againſt the ſoule,that which Crucifies, 
that brings to know the higher power, and ſo to be not of the 
world, and Crucifie the worlds luſts and affections, faſhions and 
cuſtome,for while theſe be followed the ſoule is not ſubject to the 
higher power ; for the higher power is above that power which 
abode not in the truth, and that power which is out of truth 
there is the glory of the world. 

And ſo all you conſider what is the glory of the world, and 
whether you doe not ſeeke it ? and the honour of man, and what 
the honour of man is that the world ſeeke one of another? And 
whether the bowing the hatt be not earthly honour ? which men 
ſeeke for, which if they have not they be angry ; And doe you be- 
heve that any & angry that ſeekes the honour that comes from 
God? But ſuch as ſeekes for the honour of the hatt; And doth 
not here God confound the wiſe and the mightie with a thing 
that is baſe, that the hatt overthrowes their Religion, and theit 
Lawes, as it is ſaid : Doth not the Law of God ſtand without re- 
ſpe& of perſons? And doth not he that reſpets perfons commir 
finne? and is convinced of the Law of God to be a tranſgreſlor 2 
And was not they in the tranſpreſilion, and in the unbeliefe, thac 
were honouring themſelves, and ſeeking honour one of anothet ? 
And is not the faith of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt held without reſpe&t 
of perſons ? which faith giveth the victory over the world ; Doth 
any know the pure religion, but who be in this faith? Can any 
pleaſe God, but who be in this faith > Can any hould this faith 
with reſpe& of perſons > And was they which feekt honour one 
of another in this faith ? and refpe&ed one anothers perſons, was 
nor they in the tranſgreſſion of the Law of God? Ard doth not. 
all reſpecters of perſons commit ſin? Ard is not he that commits 
{in of the Devill> and ſo out of the Law of God, which he that 
reſpeRs perſons is convinced by the Law to be a tranſgreſlor, 
which Law of God is Light, you that walke in it anſwer the Light 
m every man, which convinces him to be a tranſgreflor; which | 
rneqmarn 
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* "they that perſecute and impriſon men, hccauſe they wilt not com- 


mit ſinne, and reſpe& perſons, they doe not anſwer the Light in 
every man , but perſecutes them that doe walke in the Light, 
which brings them to anſwer the Law of God, for the Law of 
God which is light , which reſpe&ts no mans perſon , anfwereth 
che Light in every man, that convinceth him, they who acts con- 
rrary to the light, as contrary to the Law of God, and theſe by 
it are convinced as tranſgreſſors;and Chriſt Jeſus who is the lighr, 
who is the end of the Law, was knowne to reſpect no mans per- 
ſon, and who bein the faith of him which is held without reſpect 
of perſons, are not of the world , fo that power and Law that 
commands to reſpe& perſons, it is in the will of man, not the Law 
of God, which he that doth reſpect perſons commits lin, and 1s 
convinced by the Law to be a tranſgrefſor , he that believeth in 
the Light, defaces the glory, the honour of the world , they that 

ſeeketh honour one of another, did not believe in the Light which 

doth enlighten every man that cometh into the world, and 

the Light rhat doth enlighten every man that cometh into the 
world, faith, How can ye believe that are ſeeking honour one of an 

ther ; they that ſeeke honour one of another , are out of the be- 
ws in the tranſgreſlion, out of the innocency which is in Chrift 

Jeſus.

O the honeſt-hearted men fearing God, for you taking heed 

of making any Law, or joyning to th? makers of a Law to 
ſtop the witneſſe of God, or to Limit te huly one, but to keepe 
peace ; Law is to keepe peace, the violent doer to whom the 
word of the Lord is ſpoken, the ftriker,and the atuler, which gers 
the Letter, but hath not the word of the Lord, bur ftands againſt 
the word ofthe Lord, among ſuch, and to ſuch is the word of the 
Lord fent, as it may be witneffed and is witnefled inthe Prophets, 
Chriſt, and the Apoſtles, ſuch as had the Scripture, but not the 
Life of God that gave forth.che Scriptures, ſuch:tood appoſite a- 
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#411 tlie word ; for the Prophets and Apolties which were coms' 
manded to goe into the Synagoguesand the Temple among them 
vat had the Letter, ut out-of the Life ; Some of them was knockt 
downe, ſome loſt their lives, ſome'9f them was ſtoned , and ſome 
of them hailed out before Magiltrates ; Now take heed leaſt you 
make [.awes to hale them before Magpittrates,and that-you ſhonld 
be the Magiſtrates that they ſhould be haled before, fuch as 
ſpeakes the word of the Lord, which be in the life chat gave forth 
the Scriptures, upon this account you might impriſon the Apo- 
ſtles. but-you doe not reade that they had a Law to hale them out 
and perſecute them, therefore let your Law be according to that 
of God in every mans-Conſcience, which will not ſtop the mouth 
of the witneſſe of God, but the Law is to keepe peace, the ſtri- 
ker, and the murderer, and che plotter againſt the Juft,and ſuch as 
at contrary to the witneſle of God.in the Conſcierce Gods Lays 
takes tiould of them ; heeres the higher power witneſſed, which 
Soes upon that which goes contrary to the witneſſe of God in the 
Conſcience; heeres the higher power, the Juſt comes to rule, the 
witdome of God comes to be received, by which-all things muſt 
be ordered and: ruled ; for confjider that Chriſt ſaid, Thar chey 
Ball pr them ont of the Synagogues, and hale them before MMagi- 
rates. Now come to the Light which Chriſt hath enlightened 
you withall, that you may ſee his words, marke,and conlider,they 
were ont of the life of Chriſt that haled out of the Synagogue and 
Temple before Magittrates. 

And againe Contfider they were out of the Life of the Scrip- 
tures, and Chriſt, that held up Synagogues ard Templies,therefore 
_ take hieed leaſt any of you be found-making any thing or yeelding 
to any thing which ſhall Limit the holy one,or if you ſhould make 
a Law ag2init them thar ſhould be moved of the-Lord to goe into 
the Synagogue, or Temple, and there to lay downe their lives; 
as many hath been almolt killed, and dyed preſently after in pri- 
fon through the bruiſes they have received in the Synagopue. 
Therefore you that make Lawes now againlt ſuch , what would 
you Joe if the Apoſtles was here, or Chriſt, or the Prophets, this 
ſhewes the ſame minde that was againſt them ; but if you ſhould 
fay, why this overthrowes all Miniſtery which wee have eſtabli- 
(hed in the Nation ? Conſider the Miaiſtery that muſt be upheld 


with Clubs and Staves, and Goales, and Stockes, and outward 
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ſwords, with tithes and great ſummes of money, and running ts 
Complaine with petitions to every Authority, and power ; now 
the Authority coming into the feare of God , into the wiſdome 
of God, will bid ſuch a Miniſtery ſtand by, and if they have no 
b2:ter weapons then a carnal weapon,to defend themſelves againft 
an innocent people that have no weapon but, what is ſpiritual], 
and chey cannot againſt them defend themielves without a carnall 
ſ{.vord, and weapon, and fo flyes to you for ayde, and makes you 
the Executioners of their malice, ard Raile upon the anointed of 
the Lord, and his innocent Lambs; therefore doe you conſider 
and rake warning, how the Lord hath Rooted out before ſuch as 
hearkened to man, and not to God, and f::ch as had ſuch bad: 
Counfellers as this generation of Prieſts, ſo ler them all ſtaid by 
{i1!], for irs your dutie to minde the Law of God, and to minde 
that of Godin you to receive his Law, that may guide the minde 

of every man up to God ; he that as contrary to that of God, 
the Lav of God of him takes hould therefore this is the word of 
the Lord God to you, he that would ſtop the witneſſe of God for 
ſpeiking to another, he heares not the voyce of God hi nſeife, 

but as contrary to the witneſle of God in himſelfe , and the 

mouth of tht muſt be ſtopr, which would ſtop, and complaine, 
and ſeek out to the Magiſtrates to ſtop the witneſs of God,and his 
appearing.now he it is that muſt be ſtopt, his mouth muſt be ſtopt,
